The horse will do more, work, jlhe cow.will give 
more.milk, lhe;hen will lay more eggs and the hog will lay on 
more .fat when well used and well fed.

discovered the secret of success with animals and who vainly 
try to extract from them through abuse what could easily be 
reached by way of kind treatment. For this reason organiza- 
tions thai are extending the gospel of kindness to animals are 
deserving Ihe highest praise, and all the assistance that any 
person has (he power to lend.
